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The Four Access Points into Taman Negara 
Getting to Taman Negara is not at all difficult. There are four easily 


accessible entryways, roughly one for each direction of the compass:

EM Even though there are certainly many other 
national parks elsewhere in Malaysia, Taman 
Negara remains the patriarch ol them all, with 


the pedigree to back it up 


As the first and oldest official Protected Area 
in the countrv, Taman Negara was originally 
called King George V National Park. Declared 
in 1938 by the Sultans of 3 states Kelantan, 
Pahang and Terengganu upon King George's 
Silver Jubilee and to preserve the land's 
indigenous nature in perpetuity, it was 
gazetted separately by each state's 
Enactments in 1938 — 1939. The park was 
renamed Taman Negara after the nation 


gained independence in 1957 


Jaman Negara is the largest of all 
Protected Areas in Peninsular Malaysia 
with 4,343 sq km. The Pahang section ol 
the park is the largest at 2,477 sq km, 
followed by Kelantan's portion at 1,043 
sq km and Terengganu's at 853 sq km 
The Peninsula's highest peak, Gunung 
Tahan at 2,187m rises in the Pahang 


Sect r of the park. 
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Taman Negara is indeed one of the oldest rainforests in the entire 
world, estimated at 130 million years old. The abundance and diversity 
of nature is phenomenal in Taman Negara, one of the world's most 
complex and rich ecosystems. A veritable treasure of the planet, it is to 
be saved for posterity. 


Managed by Jabatan PERHILITAN (Department of Wildlife and National 


Parks), Taman Negara's future is secure, with stated objectives as follows:

In the north-west of the park lies Gunung Tahan, the tallest mountain 
in the Malay Peninsular at 2,187m, while Gunung Gagau at 1,376m 
straddles the borders of all 3 states that make up Taman Negara. From 
on high, the park is a spectacular spread of rolling hills blanketed 


in lush greens 


There are pristine rivers in Taman Negara boasting waterscapes from 
mirror-still reflections to wild rapids and scenic waterfalls. With exoti 
names such as Tembeling, Tahan, Terenggan and Relau, these sungai 
or rivers including the tributaries and streams together number in the 
hundreds. Their waters range from crystal clear to coffee brown from 
the natural soil sediments. Rainforest rivers like these, which flow from 
peat soil virgin mountain forest catchments with no major human 
settlement or cultivation alongside, are now rare in the world. 


Several millions-of-vears old limestone hill caves dot Taman Negara 
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Among them are legend-filled caves such as Gua Taat and.

Taman Negara's tropical raimforest is one of 
the most omplex and rich ecosvstems in 
the world. The lowland dipterocarp forest 
covering much of the park is home to about 
14,000 species ol plants and trees more than 
other forests in the world. The tallest tree in 


Southeast Asia, the buttressed tualang 


(Koompassia excelsa) grows here, typically 


reaching over 50m heights

The lush moist habitats support huge evergreen dipterocarp trees that 
lord over the forest canopy, with a whole range of different plant layers 
below. At altitudes of 750m, montane forests of oaks, conifers, rattans 
and dwarf palms thrive. Above 1,500m, ‘cloud forests’ emerge, with 


typically short trees shrouded by clouds at least part of each day 


To the untrained Observer, the jungle is just a vast expanse of green with 
little differentiation. But to the knowledgeable, each plant type is part ol 
d Lreasure trove of all kinds of food, herbs, medicines, balms, fuels and 
resins as well as household and building materials. Preserved well, the 


rainforest is of great life-giving value to humanity. 






The Tualang 
tallest tree in Southeast Asia 
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Huge or tiny and of every imaginable type of animal life, Taman Negara's 


faunal community holds many secrets of the living ecosystem, 


The dipterocarp rainforests that cover most of the park are rich in 
amazingly diverse wildlife from great mammals to miniscule insects. 
Some species in Taman Negara, such as the Sumatran rhinoceros 


(Dicerorhinus sumatrensis), are extremely rare and protected. 
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The diversity of life is no accident. Abundant food plants, water and 
habitat variety provide all the necessary living requirements forwildlife 


survival and variety, 


The circle of life is very fragile and interdependent. From the parks great

carnivores, chief among them the Malavan tiger, and on to the big or 
small birds, reptiles and fish until the smallest tick and worm

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From time immemorial, there have always been small groups of 
Aboriginal people or Orang Asli known as Batek, living in the 
jungles even before Taman Negara became a gazetted park, as well 


as many local Malay villagers in the surrounding areas and rivers. 


Iraditionally they have led subsistence and thus environment 


friendly lives entirely dependent on the jungle and local produce 





The Orang Asli as well as the traditional Malay villagers have 





intimate knowledge of the jungle, and most jungle flora, fauna 


and features already have local names. 


[o the Orang Asli especially, who have lived all their ancestral lives 
in the jungle, the rainforest is a veritable supermarket, where thes 
obtain just about everything necessary for life from all parts of 


plants and animals that abound in the surrounding environment. 


And with their intimacy with the jungle, the Orang Asli as well as 
local Malay villagers share certain local beliefs about their jungle. 
There are things sacred and things taboo; and belief in the spirits 
or semangat that dwell among the trees and rocks, rivers and 


mountains the other indigenous inhabitants of the rainforest. 
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A range of exciting activities await the intrepid 
visitor to Taman Negara. Not all the four park 
entry points offer the same activities, and each 


has its own unique features

Observation Hides 


İ your trails and treks have still not shown you any wild animals, 
don't despair. Tropical fauna, even large predators, are by nature 
fairly shy and prefer to be hidden: This is why various bumbur or 


jungle hides have been built near wildlife frequented salt licks. 
These are simple high sheds with basic amenities such as a toilet 
and a place to sleep, from where you can wait overnight for 


animals to come 
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Mountain Climbing 














If climbing up mountain tops is your cup of tea, Taman Negara is 

the place to be. The park hosts Gunung Tahan, which at 2,187m is 
the highest peak in the southernmost part of the Asian continent 
The challenging summit can be reached by trekking, river fording 
and climbing over 3 to 8 days; this depends from either Sungai Relau 
(closest point), Kuala Tahan, or Kuala Koh (most challenging route) 
at more than a week's round trip

A local guide is required for any mountain climbing expedition in 


Taman Negara. 
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The Kuala Tahan entry point, either by scenic boat 
ride via Sungai Tembeling river or driving up the 
rural road to Kuala Tahan village, is the nearest 
route from Kuala Lumpur and generally the most 
popular. This entryway has the most number and 
choice of accommodation and food, as well as all 


types of recreational activities and facilities.

Bird Watching 


Early morning and evening are the 
best times to See local birds in the 
sungai Relau area; with more than 


00 species previously identified. 
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The entrance to the Kelantan side of Taman 
Negara was only opened in 1995, Although it is 
a slope-filled area with many bamboo species, 
the name Koh comes from the local 
Kelantanese name fora type of palm; known in 
standard Malav as palma daun payung and is 
seen along the upper estuaries at 1,000m high. 
Kuala Koh is also a historic area where Mat 
Kilau, a Malay warrior who fought against 
British occupation, lived in and launched his 
resistance efforts. This entryway is said to have 
the best potential for wildlife sighting, maybe 


due to the denser undisturbed jungle.
